LL previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 
of British Columtga, javing reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, Are hereby rescinded. 

The following directions are published for general 
information : i 

The Beacons carried away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light hip now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, beige swbstituted for No. 1 Beacon : 

The Beacons are formed with clusters of piles, each 
Beacon having a distifguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 

No. 2. Bracox, Nornra# Saxnp Head—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, } a ¢abl¢ from the buoy in a N. W. direc- 
tion, showing from afSoutberly bearing a black dia- 
mond elevated on @ pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. i 
A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, fagther on 
the Sand, is a loaded! ¢rib in an incomplete’ state at 
present ; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it loonis like the hull of-a small vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with'a black board at tte top point- 
ing to the Channel isisecured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upof it in the course of a few months, 
of which due notice shall be given. 

No. 3. Beacox, Noxtu Sann—In 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horizontal stripes both gp the 
pole and beacon, and is situated about, half- be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. 

No. 4. Bracox, Nonta Saxp—l cable distant i 8. 
W. direction from black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangle ¢levated on a white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and placed tn 2)feet at low water. The piles 
are white-washed. - 

No. 5. Beacox, Noxktta Saxn—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy (placed in 5 feet at low water). This 
beacon js remarkable) from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished /by the red cask on a white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No.6. Bacon, Noktn Saxp—1 cable distant from 
white buoy in @ Westerly direction, is placed in 7 feet 
at tow water. On thé top of tbe pole is a white trian- 
gie, the ‘apex of which is on the lower part of the pole. 
This beacon forms o conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, ag it will guide Vessels in the Ghannel 
when entering and. Idaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. 

No. 7. Bracox, Sovrn Saxp—Is a black beacon 
placed in 6 feet/at low water, having a St. Andrew's 
eross elevated on.a pule 16 feet above the piles. 

No. 8.. Beacon, Sotirn Saxp—A cable's length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot iat low water. This Beacon is white, 
having a St, Andrew’s cross ona pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7: Agi these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are hére- 
rfter alluded to as the x Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any. way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in tha deepest,water. For Vessels of 
large draught the x ifeacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking cure tg .** port ’ gufficiently soon, after 
passing the black toy} buoy, so as to cross when ina 
line, they will lead Over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water/Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel ,muchi deeper water will be found. Af- 
tér the red top Beaton is brought ina line with the 
white Beacon (No. @), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rounded; then steer in direction for the white 
buoy, and from theifce to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. i 

No. 9. Bsacon, Soctn Savp—On the edge of the 
bank, placed in-1 toot at low-water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of the River, and distinguished by a black pole 
haying at the top two black: boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each other. The tops of the piles 
are also black. 

No. 10. Beacon—Is a’ land mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction’a large White Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of tlie pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
Thd tower part of the Beacon is white-washed. ¢ 

All buoys. on the} North Sand, after entering the 
Chantel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ed close on the * pott’”’ hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons cdnstructed op tbe Sand Heads are 
not intended. as matks for the Navigable waters ot the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The old white budy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the gpit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in 12 feet @t Tow water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard, hand. 

By following the Above directions Mariners ‘will find 
the Channel well anf clearly defined, and with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser Kiver.

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THE SHENANDOAH AMONGST THE’ WHALERS. 


The career of the Alabama and the Shenandoah | 


has not formed the least important 
the foar years’ war which has jnst closed.’ Mar- 
vellaus as was the success of the former of these 
two privateers in her work of destruction, it-would 
appear to be even exceeded by the wide-spread and 
wholesale devastation of the latter. It has, been 
matter of surprise that so little effort has been 
put forth by the U.S. Government to check the 
career of these privateers. With soch a fleet at 
command it wotld not seem to be a difficult mat- 
ter to bring such a vessel as the: Shenandowh to 
an account. But, strange to. say, these two ves- 
sels have been permitted almost/to sweep Ameri- 
can commerce from the seas, without a single at- 
tempt on the part of a powerful Government to 
protect the vast marine interests of its people. 
Such supineness on the part of a nation so well 
able to appreciate the importance of its commerce 
and so well qualified to protect it appears inex. 
plicable. Thé recent appearance of the Shenan- 
doah in the North Pacific has naturally caused 
considerable alarm in commercial circles in San 
Francisco, and must necessarily effect our own 
interests, by materially raising the rate of insur- 
ance, and otherwise interfering with shipping 
interests on the coast. We understand that a 
requisition, sent from California through Mr. 
Booker, the British Consul at ‘San Francisco, 
-to Governor Kennedy) went down by the Enter- 
priseon Saturday, requesting that a ship-of-war 
or gunboat should be despatched to.put a stop 
to the depredations of the Shenandoah. The 
mission proposed is not a hostile one, but simply 
to make Captain Waddell aware of the altered 
position: of affairs, and of which he must be still 
in ignorance ; and there can be no doubt that, once 
aware of the fact that the Government , whose 
commission he holds is defunct, that gallant officer 
woald at once cease his work of ruin. *'That the 
Governor of Vancouver Islnd is utterly power- 
less to call upon the naval authorities to perform 
such # service there can be no doubt. His Ex- 


cellency could, of course, advise with the Admi- | 


tal of the station, and that officer could donbtless, 


should he see fit, dispatch a vessel in search of | —— = 


the Shenandoah for that purpose. We need 
hardly say that we sincerely hope Admiral Den- 
man will adopt this course, should he ‘conceive 
himself a¢ all justified in doing 6. Of eourse 
all the world must now regard the acts of tlie so- 
called Confederate privatcers as piracy, and the 
privateers will be held responsible for them as 
such, provided they are committed with the know- 
ledge that the Confederation has ceased to exist 
as an acknowledged belligerent power ; and we 
qnite agree with the correspondent of the Bulle- 
tin, that shoald the Admiral see his way clear to 
comply with the request, the act would be at 
once a graceful stroke of policy and avery just 
and proper picce of national courtesy.

The Marine Embroglio. 
To the Editor of the Britsh' Columbian.) _

Lopez and 
Oliver returned from parsuit of the remnants of 
Negrette’s forces, whiicli are generally disbanded, 
some being on the Texas side. Cortinas lately 
captured two steamers. 

The Commerce sayd, Cortinas has officially es- 
tablished his headquarters on the Texas side. 
American anthorities had been constrained by a 
protest of the Imperial Government to order Cor- 
tinas, to keep on his own side. The Monitor says, 
the commander of the French fleet had an inter- 
view with Ger, Steele on the snbject of steam- 
boats captured, but could not give the result. 
Xews from the interior shows that the Empire is 
peaceful, Maximillian striving to improve the 
country and encourage education, Guerrillas 
continue to swarm about Matamoras in great 
force, 

New York, July 15.—The [Herald's Galveston 
correspondent gives additional accounts of the 
exodus of tebels from Texas to Mexico. Rebel 
Gens. Shelby and Smith, with 3,000 followers, 
accompanied by ex-Gov. Moore and Allen, of 
Louisiana, and other distinguished characters of 
the late Confederacy. They hed transportation 
and supplies for sit months, and were well arm- 
ed. They professed to be merely going to Mex- 
ico to settle ; ‘not to fight for either Republicans 
or Imperialists. |Many of the Texas people 
chiouse, or are compelled, to remain in their own 
State, with sacl embittered feelings against those 
fugitives, especially the leaders. Those who re- 
main are deeply erigrossed just now in the recon- 
struction of amnesty and free labor questions, 
and looking about for ways and means of sur- 
mounting the gendral prostration in which the 
war has left all industry in the State. It is esti- 
mated.that there still remain in Texas 100,000 
to 150,000 bales af cotton. The crop of cotton, 
owing to various unfavorable circumstances, will 
not exceed 50,000 bales. It was calculated that 
there were within the State, accumulated during 
the war, five million pounds of wool, The Her- 
ald’s Washington special dispatch has the follow- 
ing: The President has Aufficiently recovered 
to restime the usaal hoayé of labor, “The Cabinet 
meeting yesterday was rather Jong. Delay in 
making appointiient/ of Judge Marvin.as Provi- 
sional Governor of Florida, and publication of 
provisional proclamation rélative thereto, was 
cansed by the difficulty of fixing the date of the 
secession of Florida. Strangely enough, the 
leading authgrities differ nearly or quite a week 
as to the time. A special dispatch says, eviden- 
\ ces are daily rectived of the repentance of many 
rebels why went abroad during the war. They 
apply tg our Ministers and Consuls for permis- 
siun to/take the oath, which is freely given.
